Clay. 


That a large liumber of people 


live and .thrive on a diet of earth 
may sound incredible to those who 
have never heard of the clay eaters 
of. the south, but in Alabama there 
are many persons whose .daily food 
is clay dug from the banks of the 
small mountain streams. It _s oily 
and almost -without taste and cer- 
tairily contains nourishment of some 
sort, as it- is almost the entire diet 
of the inhabitants of these localities. 
When the clay eater begins this line 
of tiset, a piece the size of a pea is 
all -that can be taken with safety. 
After they have grown up on it a 
piece as large as the fist of the aver- 
age man may be taken with im- 
punity. CHay eaters enjoy average 
health and Jive to a good old age, 
clearly- demonstrating that there is 
nothing specially injurious in this 
most curious article of food. The 
most marked effect produced by it 
is a change in the appearance. The 
Skin grows sallow after awhile, be- 
coming a pale, unwholesome look- 
ing yellow, almost the color of the 
clay itself. Those who begin clay 
eating in their infancy have the look 
of -premature age and never wear 
she hue of health or vitality. They 
are.tbin, angular and spiritless, al 
though rarely ill. They are full of 
a belief in signs and superstitions. 
They raise a little corn, potatoes, 
peas and a few other vegetables. 
The corn is converted into whisky, 
which is probably the only luxury 
in which- they- indulge.

The Xife I'lant. 


"Visitors to Bermuda often bring 


back to this country as a souvenir 
of their trip the leaves of an inter- 
esting plant of the house leek 
fam- 


ily. It is known as the life plant, 
and when the leaves begin to shrivel 
and fade they send' out little shoots 
which in turn bear leaves that con- 
tinue to grow and remain fresh and 
jreen for months. The leaves are 
about 4 -inches long, rich green in 
color and .of a smooth waxen tex- 
ture. If yon, take one of the leaves 
and pin it to the wall indoors, it will 
begin-- to sprout within three or four 
days, be it .winter or summer. At 
Srst the top portion of the leaf will 
begin to wither and shrivel up, and 
this is likely to continue until the 
upper half has lost its green color. 
Then tiny white roots will sprout 
Erom the edges, and in time diminu- 
tive green leaves will appear on 
these. These little offshoots will 
sometimes grow to be an inch long 
and contain several pairs of leaves. 
The limit of their existence seems 
to depend upon the amount of heat 
and light they can obtain.: — Harper's 
BonadTabls.

In Water. 


Ho really looks very much like -a 


bear, though yon must put him under a 
powerful microscope to see the resem- 
blance. The extraordinary thing, how- 
ever, about, this tiny creature is that ho 
is found in the gutters of houses, where 
he is at one time dry as dnst and scorch- 
ed by the blazing sun, at another active 
and full of life under a refreshing 
shower of rain. 


The water bear is one of the Rotifer 


animalcules, and is of all of them the 
most capable of standing any extremes 
of temperature without giving np the 
ghost. He may be left dried up for 
months, even years, and yet on being 
put into water will expand and begin 
moving about and feeding vigorously. 
Although he cannot stand boiling wa- 
ter, ho will live in dry heat at a f ar 
higher temperature, even up to 260 
degrees f. One has actually been kept 
u vacuum for 30 days with sulphuric 
acid and chloride of calcium without 
losing his capability of revivification. 


As for the reason why, it seems the 


little beasts' bodies are chiefly com- 
posed of albumen, which, it is well 
known, will stand a very high temper- 
ature without losing its 
solubility- 


Then, too, they are provided with two 
skins, one over tho other, and these 
skinsaro wonderfully tough and elastic. 


The water bear has the scientific 


name of tardigrada, because he takes 
life so cagy. He is always fat and 
plump and spends his waking periods 
in constantly grubbing with his four 
pairg of legs among whatever rubbish 
comes in his way. Having eyes, brain 
and a nervous system, he is much ahead 
of his tribe, and is altogether one of the 
most interesting and amusing little ani- 
mals known to science.—London Tit- 
Bits.

The \Yashingtcn Post and the New 


York Evening Post, two tsteezne*! con- 
teruporaries edited by two of the most 
virile mugwumps and independe 
known to the business, are no\v"engag«l 
iu a laborious controversy over u qn 
tiou as to what was settled by the re- 
cent election. The Washington Post. 
having remarked that the coinage issu« 
was settled by the voters, its .New York 
contemporary loudly inquires that if 
this is, indeed, the case, "what, iu the 
same of all gods at once, are the popo- 
.irats talking about and threatening to 
do at the nest election?" 


All must admit that this exclamation 


is charged with great scholarship and 
classical warmth. When an editor, even 
in New York, feels at liberty to call on 
all the gods at once, we feel iu onr 
bones that he has had lodgings on 
Mount Olympns in the boarding house 
•where the gods dwelt and had their 
washing done. It seems to ns that the 
Washington Post fails to give the proper 
weight to this suggestion. Indeed, it 
makes no reference to the matter what- 
ever, but proceeds ia the most matter of 
fact way to remind its metropolitan 
contemporary that iu a government of 
the people a popular issue is never ab- 
solutely settled beyood the possibility 
of a change; that in the last election 
the question of independent free coinage 
was disposed of for four years, hut not 
settled. 


It seems to us that even an editor 


who had associated with the gods on 
terms of equality would be able to un- 
derstand how it is that the free coinage 
issue has not been settled. 


The Democrats offered it to the peo- 


ple wholly and solely on the ground 
that it would restora prosperity. The 
.Republicans, on the other hand, while 
they admitted that the gold standard 
was bad enough to call for a remedy, 
declared in favor of international bimet- 
allism, and likewise pledged themselves 
to restore /prosperity by means of high- 
er tariff taxation. 


Thoughtful men know that, a'ltbough 


the free coinage question and the tariff 
question figured as tha issues between 
the parties, the real issue is prosperity, 
the restoration of business, trade and 
industry to their old. level. The issues 
between the parties aie merely means 
to an end. The restoration of prcsperi 
ty is the real issue. 


If the Republicans caa bring about 


international bimetallism and thus re- 
store prosperity, there is an end to the 
independent free coinage contention. 
Or if they can restore prosperity by 
means of higher tariff taxes the free 
coinage, free trade and tariff arguments 
all fall to the ground. The people are 
willing to pay higher taxes as the prioe 
of prosperity. But when they pay the 
price they want the goods delivered. 
They will demand prosperity as the re- 
sult of Republican tariff legislation. 


The Washington Post warns its New 


York namesake that the gold standard 
organs are themselves making weighty 
contributions of aid and comfort to the 
free coinage cause; first, by sneering at 
the conference commission appointed 
by Mr. McKiiiley to promote interna- 
tional bimetallism, and, second, by ad- 
vocating the retirement of the green- 
backs. 


But these things are mere matters of 


moonshine and have small weight with 
the great body of the people. The main, 
the overpowering argument against the 
Republicans and the policy which they 
are pursuing is the fact that prices are 
lower sud times harder than they were 
•when the people selected the Bepublic- 
au party as their instrument to restore 
prosperity. This fact, which is felt 'from 
one end of the republic to the other, 
and which bears heavily on every man, 
woman and child who is engaged in 
earning a living, is more important than 
all other issues put together: 


In fact, it is the only issue before the 


people at this moment — the only qestion 
worth considering. Will the the Bepu b- 
lican party be able to restore prosperity 
by means of higher tariff taxation? If 
it is able to do so, well and good. That 
will be an end of the matter, and vari- 
ous questions that are now important 
will never bo heard of again. But if 
they do not restore prosperity what is 
the alternative? Why, the very iiQo&ssi- 
ties and calamities that will come to 
the people during Mr. McKinley's ad- 
miuistratioa. will compel them to turn 
to the Democratic party for relief, and 
they will need no compelling. They 
will swarm to tha polls in behalf of 
Democratic doctrines when they discov- 
er the mockery of the Kepublican 
pledges.

"The first notice of tbejse migrations 


is to be found iu u book by John Josse- 
Jyn, entitled "New Kugluud Rarelie* 
Discovered.1 published in 1873. Iu this 
book be says that great companies of 
bears sometimes traveled across1 what is 
probably the Pisvataqna river. 


"About 70 years ago. early iu Septem- 


ber, my father cue night witnessed a 
bear migration. The night was a dark 
one. The bears oarae w> tho east bauk 
of the Penolseot river in the town of 
Orriugton, about seven miles below Bau- 
gor. The bears could be heard calling 
and answering each other till low water, 
when they took to the water, Ewam 
across and landed ou tbeHampdeu side. 
In the morning ic was found that a 
largo number had crossed. My .father 
saw their tracks across a single plank 
in a shipyard. 


"Again, about 30 years ago, a friend 


of mine, Henry Clapp, wbo is quoted in 
Gassino's 'Standard Natural History1 as 
an authority Ou bears, told me that dur- 
ing the fall he had gone on a trapping 
trip, but had fouud few bears, till one 
morning^ in November after a snowfall 
be found the tracks of nine different 
bears, all headed up one little valley. 
For several days after that more bear 
tracks were fonnd, all beaded in tho 
same direction-—from east to west. They 
denned np when it came time to do so, 
aud in the spring headed east again. 


"It is believed among sportsmen that 


bears go back into the woods to den up 
and come to the vicinity of the clear- 
ings every spring, but extensive migra- 
tions by bears are as little heard of as 
those of wild turkeys and prairie chick- 
ens. What naturalists do not understand 
is how the animals, which usually scat- 
ter over miles of territory, know how, 
when "or where to get together for their 
trips."

The Washington Post and the N 


York Evening Post, two esteemed con 
temporaries edited by two of the mosi 
virile rnngvrnaips and independent- 
kuown to the business, are novi-'eugagw 
in a laborious controversy over a QDKS 
tiou as to what was fettled by the re 
cent election. The Washington Post 
having remarked that tbe coinage iss& 
•was settled by the voters, its New York 
contemporary loudly inquires that if 
this is, indeed, the case, "what, in th- 
-same of all gods at once, are the popo 
i_rats talking about and threatening to 
do at the next election?" 


All must admit that this exclamation 


is charged \?ith great scholarship aut 
classical warmth. "When an editor, even 
in New York, feels at liberty to call on 
all the gods at once, we feel in our 
bones that he has had lodgings on 
Mount Olympus in the boarding house 
where the gods dwelt and had their 
washing done. It seems to us that the 
Washington Poet fails to give the proper 
weight to this suggestion. Indeed, ii 
makes no reference to the matter what 
ever, but proceeds ia the most matter ot 
fact way to remind its metropolitan 
contemporary that in a government ot 
the people a popular issue is never ah 
solntely settled beyond the possibility 
of a change; that in the last election 
the question of independent free coinage 
was disposed of for fonr years, but no 
settled. 


It seeins to us that oven an editor 


who had associated with the gods on 
terms of equality would be able to un- 
derstand how it is that the free coinage 
issue has not been settled. 


The Democrats offered it to the peo- 


ple wholly and solely on the grouuc 
that it would restore prosperity. The 
.Republicans, on the other hand, while 
they admitted that the gold standart 
was bad enough to call for a remedy, 
declared in favor of international bimet- 
allism, and likewise pledged themselves 
to restore prosperity by means of high- 
er tariff taxation. 


Thoughtful men know that, although 


the free coinage question and the tariff 
question figured as tha issues between 
the parties, the real issue is prosperity, 
the restoration of business, trade anrl 
industry to their old level. The issues 
between the parties aie merely means 
to an end. The restoration of prosperi- 
ty is the real issue. 


If the Bepnblicans caa bring about 


international bimetallism and thus re- 
store prosperity, there is an end to the 
independent free coinage contention. 
Or if they can restore prosperity by 
means of higher tariff taxes the free 
coinage, free trade and tariff arguments 
all fall to the ground. The people are 
willing to pay higher taxes as the price 
of prosperity. But when they pay the 
price they want the goods delivered. 
They will demand prosperity as the re- 
sult of Kepnblican tariff legislation. 


The Washington Post warns its New 


York namesake that the gold standard 
organs are themselves making weighty 
contributions of aid and comfort to the 
free coinage cause; first, by sneering an 
the conference commission appointed 
by Mr., McKiuley to promote interna- 
tional bimetallism, and, second, by ad- 
vocating the retirement of the green- 
backs. 


But these things are mere Blatters oi 


moonshine and have small weight with 
the great body of the people. The main, 
the overpowering argument- against the 
Republicans and the policy which they 
are pursuing is the fact that prices are 
lower pud times harder than they were 
when the people selected the Bepublic- 
an party as their instrument to restore 
prosperity. This fact, which is felt 'from 
one end of the republic to the other, 
and which bears heavily on every man, 
woman and child who is engaged in 
earning a living, is more important than 
all other issues put together: 


In fact, it is the only issue before the 


people at this moment — the only qestion 
worth considering. Will the the Repub- 
lican party be able to restore prosperity 
by means of higher tariff taxation? If 
it is able to do so, well and good. That 
will be an end of the matter, and vari- 
ous questions that are now important 
will never be heard of again. But if 
they do not restore prosperity what is 
the alternative? Why, the very nnnp.asi- 
tiefi and calamities that will come to 
the people during Mr. McKiuley's ad- 
ministration will compel them to turn 
to the Democratic party for relief, and 
they will need no compelling. They 
will swarm to the polls in behalf of 
Democratic doctrines when they discov- 
er the mockery of the Republican 
pledges. 


When that is demonstrated, neither. 


of the two Posts will have any difficulty 
in discovering what is "settled. " They 
will find that Die Republican party it- 
self is "S3ttlc0. "-r-Atlanta Constitution.

BEARS THAT MIGRATED.

Manly Haniy vriifes to The Forest 


and Stream about tears that aiigrairf: 


"The first notice of these migrations 


is 10 be found in u book by John Josse- 
Jyu, entitled "New England Rareties 
Discovered,' published in 1873. In this 
book he says that great companies of 
bears sometimes traveled across what is 
probably the Pisnitaqua river. 


"About 70 years ago. early in Septem 


feer, my father one night witnessed a 
bear migration. The night was a dark 
cue. The bears earoe to tho east bauk 
of the Pwiolseor river in the town of 
Oniugton. abcnt seven miJes below Ban 
gor. The bears could be heard calling 
and answering each other till low water, 
when they took to the water, swam 
across and landed on the Hampden side. 
In the morning it was found that a 
large number had eressed. My .father 
saw their tracks across a single plank 
in a shipyard. 


"Again, aboat 30 years ago, a friend 


of mine, Henry Clapp, who is quoted iu 
Gassino's 'Standard Natural History' as 
an authority on bears, told me that- dur- 
ing the fall he had gone on a trapping 
trip, but had found few bears, till one 
morning^ ic November after a snowfall 
he found the tracks of nine different 
boars, all headed up one little valley. 
For several days after that more bear 
tracks were found, all headed in tho 
same direction—from east to west They 
denned up when it came time to do so, 
and in the spring headed east again. 


"It is believed among sportsmen that 


beara go back into the woods to den up 
and come to the vicinity of the clear- 
ings every spring, tut extensive migra- 
tions by bears are as little heard of 
those of wild turkeys and prairie chick- 
ens. What natnralists do not understand 
is how tbe animals, which usually scat- 
ter over miles of territory, know how, 
when "or where to gat together for their 
trips."

CHANGES OS THE ERIE, 


An important change is to take 


«Seel on tbe Caicago & Erie railroad 
lo-morrow. 


All pisssnger trains are to run 


through from Chicago without chang- 
ing engines In Huntlngton, as herc- 
torore. Trains 5 and S will change 
engines at Marion, and all otber pas 
center trains will run through to

•'A barbed wire fence," said Mr.

Tliero weie three of- 
ices on the line, two being over a 
mile apart, and to have stretched a 
vire between those points would 
have cost $75 or $100 Before using 
he fence wo had to overcome one 
erious difficulty, that of insulation. 
Unless tho wires were well insula- 
ed at the points where they touch- 
ed tho posts the electricity would 


likely to escape, and in a rain 


storm the circuit would lie complete- 
ly destroyed. Putting glass insula- 
:ors on tie posts would be a tedious 
job, and so would tacking on pieces 
of rubber or any other nonconduct- 
or. 'Paint is a good insulator. Why 
not use that?' we thought So with 
a brush and pot of thick paint we 
tried tho experiment, applying a 
good coat where the wire was fas- 
tened to the posts 


Batteries were next required. 


Twelve glass battery jars, the num- 
ber needed, would cost more than we 
could pay, and -sve gave up the idea 
of buying them. Paint bad already 
been useful to us, and there were 
plenty of paint pots to be had. We 
wondered if they wouldn't do in 
stead of glass jars. A dozen were 
selected. Then it remained to sup- 
ply tho pots v\ itli zincs, coppers and 
blue vitriol.

Then, alas, it was ex- 
pelled iu favor of a Haaguriaa «iadi- 
taeat which, sood as iz is ia jnany par- 
ticulars, is certainly act the same as 
red pepper. Yet it glows trinraphanily 
now on nearly ©very restaurant table. 
The vanquished friend is always missed, 
»a<J the absence of the cayenne is espe- 
cially lamentable at this time of the 
year. The yonag cabbage, that might 
otherwise remain a source of distress, 
was rendered easily digestible by the 
old red pepper. The same was tme of 
cucumbers and the other spring vege- 
tables which, with enough red pepper, 
were available to persona who otherwise 
dared not risk eating them. The recent 
substitute has not the same powers. It 
may be delicious in certain sauces and 
Iressings, but of the cayenne's powers 
to aid digestion it possesses no part. 


"I read in a newspaper the other day

>arbarity of allowing cucumbers to re- 
main in salt and water before they were 
eaten.

regret ever having done BO unless tho 
vegetable had •undergone just such a 
irocesa as this writer condemned. Now, 
here is a way in which encumbers can 


prepared so that they will do no 


isrm even to a person who is least capa- 
* ile of digesting them readily. If they 
aw to be eaten in the evening, thev 
ought to be cut very thin—as thin as ii 
inife blade—by neon at the latest, and 
put into a bowl of water that is strongly 
salted. Then the bowl should be kept 
in a cool place, preferably a'refngerator. 
It is a mistake to put ice into the bowl. 
Then the encumbers by the time they 
are to be eaten will be nearly free from 
every indigestible element There is no 
commeMurafe loss of flavor, and only 
the taste of rawness and crudeness will 
be found lacking. Instead of wilting 
under such a process the cucumbers will 
be found crisp and fresh. They are al- 
ways prepared iw this way in the south. 
Ifeig -when tney. are in this condition 
that they are roost oaproveil by rod pep- 
per. The small cubes into wbicb encum- 
bers are'sometimes cnt raw are,, of 
coarse, much more in need of this treat- 
raent than the sliced cucumbers, which, 
even when they are cnt thick, are never 


large as the cubes. 
"Another vegetable salad which is 


nearly unknown in this country should 
be first prepared in this same way. In 
ia made of radishes, which should be 
oat into siices'and ihea allowed to soak 


whilB in salted water. Just before 


dinner they should be dressed with a 
aauce of vinegar and oil, to which a 
little onion, the green spring onion, 
ought to be added. The radishes should 
be oat vary thin. As a salad to be 
served with fish in She-place of cucum- 
bers the radishes ate delicious if they 
are properly .prepared. They ought to 
be cold. If the onion is not used, a 
chopped up green pepper will be found 
a snbstiinte-of zest and flavor. Green 
peppers are delicious is any salad, and 
when aerred with lettuce, romaine, to- 
mato or escarcle they are best cnt in 
long strips about the thickness of a 
match. Bnt to chop them fine is the 
best way of using them with a small 
salad Tike the radishes. Only a hctle is 
needed. 


It is a national objection, or it may 


be common to the Anglo-Saxon race, 
ant it is all the same regrettable, that 
the odor of garlic and onion is intolera- 
ble to the average American. It de- 
prives us of a vegetable that may often 


dehcately used and produce a deli- 


But it is only necessary to 
mention the word* 'onion' and that set- 
tles it There is one way, however, of 
areparing green peas which is ao unique 
hat "the national objection to the onion 
ought to be put aside for its sake. The 
Trench"* are the only people that cook 
he young peaa in this way, but there 
s no reason in the world why they 
should retain exclusive possesnion of 
hii along with some of the other rec- 
pes which they alone nge. They uOil 
he very young green peas in a head of 
ettnce. With the peas are placed sev- 
eral very small onions. 
The onions 


must- be very young and very small. 
Phe lettuce is used only for the flavor 
and should not be served unless as a 
mere background for the peas. Served 
with cream and melted butter made in- 
o a sauce they are good enough to dis- 
sipate the national prejudioa against 
he onion."—New York Sun.

Placed iu a stream of water acd 
depending aiouo upon the current of the 
stream for power, it will pump 1,000 
gallons of water mi hour in a five mile 
current—the quantity of water increas- 
ing as the current increases—and will 
raise this amount of water to an eleva- 
tion varying from 75 to 100 feet, iupro- 
portioa to the rapidity of tha current.

The 
walls geiierally have a blope from 
the lake, and are banked «j< with 
earth on the land side. This bank 
frequently lias trees growing on it. 
All this is very wonderful and ex- 
cited the keenest curiosity amon 
the early snivelers. This curiosity 
is not yet dead. Only recently it has 
questioned the walls along a part of 
Elkliart lake, and tho subject has got 
into the local papers with a brief 
proper explanation. 


In early university days, when 


the boys went in swimming instead 
of oathing in Lake Mendota, there 
were certain large bowlders from 
which they were wont to spring in. 
to the water. 
Some of these were 


of tons weight, some projected 
above the water and some were un- 
der, Tho place of every one was 
known to the swimmers. It was 
found the next season tbat they had 
to be located over again, bavin 
changed position during the winter. 
Weight made no difference. They 
all liad to move. It was plain to see 
that the ice did it, crowding them 
shoreward whenever it could reach 
them. But as the bank there was 
steep, at the foot of the bluff, tuey 
fchd or worked back more or less, 
In places, however, they were piled 
on the shore, as where University 
drive comes to the beach. 


When the Milwaukee and Water- 


town pUi«k road was made, it skirt- 
ed Oconomowoc lake near what is 
now Gifford's. There was a lake 
wall there ot! modest pretensions, 
and tliis was made part of the bank 
holding the roadbed. The next sea- 
son it was found tbe wall had been 
shoved under tho roadbed so as to 
tilt tho plank away trom the lake. 
To a "boy of aii inquiring turn of 
mind tho whole operation was plain. 
The expansion of the ice had done 11. 
The bank there was sloping, quite 
so. It was easy for this great force 
to slide the wall along. At Madison, 
liowover much it might slide the 
bowlders against the bluff, they fell 
back into the water 


Xo\v, suppose tbe slope to be just 


the riglit angle between these two 
so that tbe force would lift the 
stones by siding one under the oth- 
er and yet act let them fall back. 
You will have the conditions for a 
lake wall. The stones in this process 
not rightly balanced will fall one 
hido or the other. Those balanced 
will retain their places Those fall- 
ing into the -water will have to try 
again until they are rightly placed 
and remain 
Meauwhue tbe whole 


structure has been pubhed back un- 
til the force and resistance are equal- 
izeil, making the bank of earth be- 
hind, winch in turu helps sustain 
the wall. Tho water should shoal 
slowly, so as to bring many rocks 
within reach of the ice. Time, then, 
only is necessary to build the wall, 
and tbe operation will cease when 
all the rocks have been worked into 
the wall and the increased shoaling 
provides friction enough to check 
the ice. The wall then becomes per- 
manent, and the forest covers the 
strange work with its glory.—Mil 
waukce Journal.

continental cities, over foreigners 
who lake «p their abodethwa This 
is owing to the fact that Irishmen 
are eni.-red at the prt,-t'ecnire of po- 
lice as "Englishmen," a manifesta- 
tion of official routino that was. 
^doubtless not adapted to please tha 
sensibilities of tbe subjects of it. 
The re.-u!t i» that while Parisians 
may know that there are five Daho- 
intyan-s ;:nd one Xisbian among 
them, they are. officially at least, 
quite ignorant of the existence of 
any Irish colony in the city and can 
have no sure idea unofficially of it* 
member-,. 


It is believed, however, that there 


are not more than 1,000. Under tho 
einphe Irishmen were much more 
numerous- in Paris. That was for 
them the heroic age, and that ago 
has passed. Timts have changed 
since Prance was anxious and eager 
to extend her hand to oppressed peo- 
ples. The Irish have turned to 
America for sympathy, though they 
keep their lively regard for the 
French people. 


One ot the most important repre- 


sentatives of Ireland in the French 
capital is a seminar}" situated not 
far from the Pantheon, founded by 
Louis XIV. Thither the Irish Dish- 
ops always betake themselves when- 
ever they go to Paris, and there 
during their visits they ordain can- 
didates for the priesthood. Bishops 
and clergy are all devoted friends 
of France, like Canon Curtiu. for in- 
stance, who is attached to the par- 
ish of tin? Madeleine. 


On the uev.-fcpapors printed in 


Paris in English most of the com- 
positors are Irishmen. They are ex- 
cellent workmen and not engrossed 
with the idea of throwing bombs in 
order to obtain their country's in- 
dependence. They are, nevertheless. 
Nationalists, and some of them are 
most ardent among Home Killers. 
One of tfeern in particular, Patrick 
Casey, never lets aii opportunity go 
by of being disagreeable to Eng- 
land. Some years ago the Mahara- 
jah Dhuleep Singh, passing through 
Paris, wished to go to Russia to 
have an interview with the czar. 
For this he required a passport, 
which he could not get at the Brit- 
ish emhasiy, because he was at that 
time in revolt against the British 
government Casey came to his aid 
by securing a passport for himself 
and handing it over with great joy 
to the maharajah for his use. 


Once a year, on St. Patrick's day. 


the Irish in Paris come together to 
celebrate the memory of their pat- 
ron saint. There is a large hanquet 
in the Avenue lie Clichy, followed 
by a ball, and another banquet near- 
er the center of the city, attended 
by the most prominent members of 
the Irish colony. But these occa- 
sions are gradually losing their for- 
mer character. There is neither the 
ardor nor the enthusiasm of former 
days displayed at them. The Irish- 
men in Pans, without losing their 
memories of their native land, are 
adopting Trench habits and French 
ways of thinking — sharing the 
griefs and joy.« of the French people. 
—New York Tribune. 


To Kestoro Light struck Plates. 


If by any means a box of plates 


becomes exposed to the light and 
spoiled for negatives, they may be 
restored to their original sensitive- 
ness by the following method, which 
was sent by a member m New Or- 
leans : 


Dissolve 4 parts of bichromate of 


potash and 1 part of bromide of po- 
tassium in 100 parts of distilled wa- 
ter. Immerse the plates in this solu- 
tion lor 15 minute^ The tempera- 
ture of this bath should be about 35 
degrees F. Next wash in Tlistillecl 
water for 10 minutes, the wash wa- 
ter being the t>ame temperature a? 
the bath. Next wash for 10 minutes 
in water to which a small quantity 
of ammonia water bas been added, 
then wash until aii traces of a yel- 
low color have disappeared. Place 
in Hie drying rack and sot in n room 
free from dust. The operation must 
bo (lono in the dark room, end tbe 
plates dried m the dark. Bo careful 
to wash well, for it' Ihe bichromate 
of potassium is not thoroughly 
washed out tho tensitivoKoss of tho 
plato is injured.—Harper's Hound 
Table.

A Vegetable Sea Hop*. 


The largest plant irt the world is 


believed to be a gigantic scd'A-eed, 
the nereocytis-, which frequently 
grows to a height of more than 300 
feet. The stem of the plant is as 
strong as an ordinary rope, and 
l;trp;e quantities of it are dried and 
us*ed as lupe by the inhabitants of 
the south sea islands, wheie the 
curious % egetable ropes are found, 
Tho <-e:iw<;ed usually grows at a 
depth 01 trom 200 to 'aQQ feet. As 
soon ab the plant takes root a pear- 
shaped Ltillonu is formed, which 
grow s with the stem townrd the 
surface of the water. This balloon 
frequently has u diameter of six 
•feet or more. It has, of course, an 
upward 
tendency, and therefore 


keeps the stem growing until it 
float* on lop of the water. 
This 


enormous, weed grows in such quan- 
tities that larg'j meadowlike islands 
are formed, which frequently im- 
pede navigation. The ropes made 
from these hiems are used for build- 
ing purposes, and the balloons when 
dried make very serviceable vessels. 
—New Yoik World.

A telegram from Montpelier, Ind., 


says : The Standard Oil Co. has pa* • 
chased the properties of the Row- 
land-Zie'gler Oil Co., and it is one of 
the largest transactions ever closed 
on the Indiana oil field The report- 
ed price is nearly $250,000. The 
property includes thousands of acres 
of leases, more than 100 producing 
oil wells and a vast amount of 
machinery and1 equipment. The deal 
has been pending for some time, but 
it was not until, to-day that Harry 
Bowland would admit that the trans- 
fer had been practically closed. The 
Standard will take possession this 
week.

John Blair has entered suit in the 


common pleat court against Lucien 
E. Hester, Margaret A, Heaser, A. 
Howard et al. for • the appointment 
of a receiver to compel the principal 
to pay debt! for the marshaling of 
Hens and for equitable relief. 


The people of Urbana this morning 


meted out speedy punishment to 
'Click" Mitchell, the negro who yes- 
teiday pleaded guilty to the charge 
of criminally assaulting Mr*. Eliza 
Gaumer, by taking him from the jail 
and hanging him to a telephone pole. 


Yesterday a special gracd jury was 


impaneled which found a bill against 
Mitohell for the crime. The sheriff 
was just twelve minutes in impanel- 
ing the jury. At 2:30 o'clock the 
jury was; sworn in by judge Helser- 
man, whose charge was brief but to 
the point and related entirely to the 
Mitchell cue. C. F. GolweU, presi- 
dent of. the Citizens' National Bank, 
was foreman, and they at once re- 
tired, with special prosecutor Waite. 
The jury, afterexaminlng'the follow- 
ing witnesses—Dr. Robert Hender- 
son (Mrs. Gaumer'8 physician), Bruce 
and Charles E. Ganmer, her two sons, 
mayor Ganaon and Ralph Hunter— 
adjourned until 7:30, when they com- 
pleted their case and at 8:30 o'clock 
submitted an inlictment. 


The grand jury had scarcely le't 


the court house until arrangements 
were completed for the arraignment 
and trial of young Mitchell. All the 
principal doors-in the honse were 
locked and bolted, and members of 
the guard were stationed in the balls 
at the same on the inside. All the 
other members of do. D were lined 
up on the outside ready te resist any 
attack. Mitchell was brought from 
the jail to the court house in the 
custody cf aheiriff McLain and depu 
ty Kirby, surrounded by a square of 
the guards. He wore the uniform- 
cap and coat—of the national guard, 
which were brought into use to serve 
as a disguise. 
He was hustled 


up stairs into the court 
room 


without the knowledge of the thou- 
sands of men who stood outside. 
Deathlike alienee prevailed during 
the proceedings which did not last 
five ~ minutes. 
Mitchell 
remained 


standing and was evidently quite 
scared. In response to the answer 
of the court as to whether be would 
rather waive the reading of the in- 
dictment, Mitchell's attorney an- 
swered in the affirmative. 


"Yon have been indicted by the 


grand 
jury, 
just discharged, of 


criminal aasault upon Ellza.Ganmer,' 
said the court, addressing'the pris 
oner. "Are you guilty or not 
guilty?" 


"Guilty," answered the prisoner. 
The court at once sentenced the 


prisoner to4wenty years in the peni- 
tentiary, and stated that the sheriff 
would take him ta that institution 
that night. 


In the meantime the excitement in 


Urbana had been increasing until the 
people were at white beat. A erowd 
of 2,000 people sonn surrounded the 
jail and threats of lynching were so 
freely made that the sheriff conceived 
the idea of spiriting the criminal 
into a carriage and driving to Hagen 
baugh station and there to intercept 
a train on the Panhandle road, send 
his 
prisoner 
to 
Columbus and 


outwit the crowd. But the word got 
out that such waa the intention 
and a crowd was soon at Sagenbaugh 
station which prevented the con- 
summation ot the plan. It was 
then determined to keep him in jail 
at Urbana until to-day and the guard 
about the jail was doubled. Aiequi 
sltion was made on the governor for 
additional troops, acd a company 
from Springfield waa sent over. 


Meantime the excitement contln 


ued to grow. Tbe fact that the 
prisoner had pleaded guilty to the 
heinous crime added fuel to the 
flames, and* many who bad depre- 
cated lynching the accused while 
there was a shadow of doubt as to his 
guilt, were anxious to have speedy 
and extreme punishment adminis- 
tered at once after he had made his 
confession. 


The crowd around the jail re 


mained there in varying numbers all 
night, and at an early hour this 
morning it was apparent that mat 
ters bad shaped themselves so that 
summary punishment would be ad- 
ministered to the ravisher. 


It was just 7:30 o'clock when the 


Springfield, militia 
arrived 
and 


marched to the jail. Reaching there 
they were met' by the mayor, who 
ordered them back to the depot. 
The order was promptly obeyed. The 
crowd around the jail had meanwhile 
increased in numbers until it was a 
multitude, and but one idea was 
prevalent—vengeance upon the brute 
who had confessed to an nssault upon 
a helpless woman. 


At 
eight o'clock the 
intense 


feeling culminated in an attack 
upon ti» part of the unfortunate clt 
izens. The sheriff ordered ibe Ur- 
bana guards to fire upon the crowd, 
and the order was obeyed with the 
result of killing two men and wound 
ing eight. Thqae killed are Harry 
Bell, of Urbana, and Austin Becker, 
who lived in the country near 
that 
city.

*ud Mitchell was taken out of his cell 
and dragged to the nearest tree, 
where a rope waa plicad about his 
neck and ho was quickly jerked into 
he air, hundreds of willing hands 
lelping to pull the rope. The wretch 
beggeti plteously for mercy, but the 
>eople showed him the same sort ot 
meicy that he had shown his victim, 
and thousands of shouts rent the air 
when the body was seen dangling be- 
tween the earth and the sky. 


There was no attempt made to 


conceal identity by those who partic- 
ipated in this administration 
of 


speedy punishment. It waa only the 
absence from Urbana of the father of 
Mitchell, who was about town yester- 
day 
attempting . to incite the 


colored people to band 
together 


acd 
protect his son, that pre- 


vented his suffering at the bands of 
the infuriated people. _He waa, last 
evening, sent to the Dayton work- 
house for carrying concealed weapons. 


The body ot Mitchell was cut down 


at 8:30 o'clock and was taken charge 
of by some of his people.

in which the eyesight and 


hearing of all employes in the train 
service were tested,

ployes, not

The local examinations were con- 
ducted nnder the supervision of Drs. 
Kahle & Kahle, of this city, and the 
results of each individual tent were 
forwarded to the company's chief 
surgeon at Cincinnati. 
The lat- 


ter official examined the reports aad 
his summary and final report upon 
the examinations were received here 
yesterday afternoon, and, as a result, 
many of the oldest and best men on 
the local divisions have been re- 
leased, at least, temporarily, 
from 


the company's service. Some of the 
employes may be re-instated, but 
many ot them, it is feared, can never 
be, under the present rules and re- 
quirements laid down in these rigid 
examinations.

of the examinations since- the infor- 
mation was received here yesterday 
afternoon was more grieved than 
the local C., H. & D. officials them- 
selves, for they realize that unless 
the men can De reinstated it will 
take from the service a number of 
the moat careful and reliable men on 
the road. The men are not being 
finally dismissed without 
another 


chance. It is possible that some 
were a trlfla careless when they were 
examined here, or other conditions 
may have been temporarily unfavor- 
able. Tbe men will be permitted to 
visit the chief eurgeon an Cincinnati 
and be re-examined, and it Is sic- 
cerely hoped that all will pass the 
final examination with a good per- 
centage.
